est innocent bystander, who promptly 
falls ill wtth the disease.

This Is the first reported 
stady in which the long-suspected re* 
latloo af poverty and pellagra are 
definitely measured. 


AJ the Income fell, the disease waa 


found to increase and to affect mon 
and wore other members of the same 
family. As the Income rose, the dis- 
ease decreased, and was rarely found 
In families that enjoyed the highest 
incomes, even though this highest waa 
still quite low. 


Differences among families with tb« 


•aae. Incomes are attributed by the 
report to differences In the expendi- 
tures for food, Intelligence of the 
housewife and ownership of com, 
gardens, etc. Differences among vll- 
lagee which were economically similar 
are attributed to differences In the 
availability and condition of food In 
local markets.
